Many groups, religious and secular, have realized that 
there is power and unseen potentialities in the printed 
page and they are using it to further the cause they 
represent. 


The Seventh Day Adventists, ac- 
cording to the latest reports, are 
spending $15,000,000.00 annually 
in their printed ministry. This 
has brought for them astonishing 
dividends, to the extent that today 
they have the world’s largest cor- 
respondence school with over 
3,000,000 students. They are printing and sending out 
literature in 200 languages of the world. A large part of 
their phenomenal growth can be attributed to their wide 
usage of preaching the gospel with the printing press. 





The Jehovah’s Witnesses cult 
owns and operates the world’s 
largest religious printing press. 
Out of their nine-story building 
in Brooklyn, New York, goes a 
continual stream of literature in 
40 different languages. It would 
be almost impossible to estimate 
the millions of dollars they have 
spent in their fanatical zeal to win converts to their 
false concept of Christianity. They, too, have learned 
the value of preaching through the printed page. 


It is said that the COM- 
MUNISTS have printed two pieces 
of literature for every man, wom- 
an, boy, and girl in the entire 
world. They boast that they will 
sacrifice anything and everything 
that their cause may succeed. 
Much of their poisoned and 
perdition-perfumed propaganda is peddled through the 
printed page.

On Sunday morning, February 27, Pan-American Flight 
223 taxied down the long runway of Miami’s Interna- 
tional Airport and soon we landed in Camaguey, Cuba, 
for a twenty-minute rest stop, and arrived in Kingston, 
Jamaica, at 12:45. We, (Brother James T. Pitts of Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, and I) were met by the Island Overseer, 
Brother P. F. Taylor, who had just welcomed Brother 
F. R. Harrawood and Brother Charles Mack Newton (of 
Illinois) to the Jamaica Convention. 

Jamaica 

We were soon on the busy streets of Jamaica. Immedi- 
ately after we ate lunch, without taking time to unpack, 
we hurried to Guys Hill, the place that later was pur- 
chased for our school in Jamaica. After a busy Sunday 
afternoon we arrived in Kingston just in time for the 
Convention service to begin. Brother Paul H. Walker, 
Executive Missions Secretary, and Brother A. W. Brum- 
met, Overseer of the West Indies, along with Brother 
James B. Reesor (of Missouri), joined us for the first 
night service of the Convention. The Beeson Street church 
was packed, and many hundreds were on the outside 
on the first night of the Convention; it was more than 
we had anticipated. Because of the interest shown by 
the various ministers and the members and friends 
throughout Jamaica, the Convention was off to an un- 
forgettably good start. The introduction of the guests, 
and the response, was very impressive. Those who have 
attended any of the Jamaican Conventions know in what 
a dignified manner the ministers of Jamaica introduce 
guests to their convention. Every service was spirit- 
filled, and one could sense the deep devotion to God, 
and the consecrated lives to His cause. The altar services 
were especially good; one of the most impressive parts 
of the services was when, because of the large crowds 
on many nights, the choir would march to the outside 
in order to give room for people to seek God. 

On Monday morning we enjoyed a business session with 
the ministers. We were impressed by their desire to be 
real Church of God ministers in order to promote the 
Church throughout the entire Island. We were blessed 
on Monday night and Tuesday night to have with us our 
Assistant General Overseer, Brother Houston R. More- 
head, who seemed at his best in every sermon; we felt 
that his preaching was outstandingly good. I shall never 
forget when the annuoncement of the decision to pur- 
chase the school property was made by Brother Walker 
of the reaction from the ministers and members of the 
entire congregation. Before a person goes to the Island 
he wonders if the interest is as great as many times 
he has been told it is; however, when one sees the desire 
and the hunger in the lives of these ministers and mem- 
bers to have a school for training natives for church 
work, it is then he understands their deep concern with 
reference to the preparation of native ministers for the 
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promotion of the Church. The Overseer, Brother Taylor, 
had a very constructive program outlined, and everyone 
seemed to be at his best with whatever task was assigned 
to him during the Convention. We learned before leav- 
ing the Island of Jamaica that the property had been 
purchased for our schovl there and all legal papers had 
been completed. I never did realize that those people 
could and would contribute to the purchasing and main- 
taining of a school as they did during the convention. 
If I am not mistaken, Brother Walker told me the final 
figure was six-hundred pounds that the Convention gave 
and pledged to equip the school. My going to the Island 
the Convention will enable me to discuss the work in 
Jamaica and assist in whatever development may come 
before the Board from time to time. 
Haiti 

We arrived at the airport in Port-au-Prince, Haiti, and 
found the Heils and Beattys on hand to welcome us; it 
was a joy again to renew acquaintance with our mis- 
sionary workers in that territory. We were carried im- 
mediately to the Overseer’s new house into which Brother 
and Sister Heil had just moved the day before our arrival. 
I was very anxious to get a first-hand picture of the 
school property in Haiti, and we immediately began our 
talks concerning the boundaries and location of the 
school projects. When we walked over the grounds I was 
convinced more than ever that the purchased property 
and the buildings that are now outlines for our school 
property in Haiti were beyond my expectation. Brother 
Heil, in my estimation, has done an outstanding job in 
supervising the building of his house and the preparation 
and building of the other projects for the school. You 
will be glad to know that while I was there a business 
person offered to purchase the property and pay the 
Missions Department twice the amount invested. I felt 
extremely pleased with this, and it helped the Heils and 
Beattys to feel that we did invest in good property in 
that Island. They hope to have all buildings complete in 
twelve months; they began working on the Beattys’ house 
the week we left. 

Our visits to the various churches in Haiti were very 
helpful to us. We took a journey into the interior on 
Saturday night to the church named Devoua. We rode in 
the jeep thirty minutes toward Fort Jackson; then we 
were met by a caravan with horses, and we rode and 
walked for two-and-a-half hours for the night service. 
We ate the native food and slept on the native beds in 
the huts after enjoying a service that was very impres- 
sive. To celebrate our coming to Devoua they had an 
all-night service. Sunday morning we ate the native food 
and then rode the horses for twenty minutes to Fort 
Jock for a service. We returned on Sunday afternoon 
to Port-au-Prince and attended the church there on 
Sunday night. As in the other churches, it was full of 
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natives for a wonderful service. Following testimonies, 
songs, and special music yours truly preached on Sun- 
day night with Brother Lacombe interpreting. Every 
place we went we found the buildings packed with natives 
serving the Lord. The work in Haiti is progressing as 
nicely as can be expected. The Overseer and the Educa- 
tional Director have to supervise the building program 
for our school, and they are not permitted to visit in the 
interior as they will be after these buildings are com- 
pleted. I have this confidence in both of them that they 
will finish the task before them. I am sure you would 
be more than pleased to see our property in Haiti. It is 
certainly an asset to the Church of God there. That is 
one place in which we could receive more money than we 
paid for our property, if we desired to sell. 
Dominican Republic 

We were met at the airport in Ciudad Trujillo by our 
Overseer, Brother William Alton. Immediately, without 
going to his home, we loaded into the jeep to go to La 
Romana, one hundred twenty-five miles from Ciudad 
Trujillo. One of our party was privileged to preach the 
dedicatory sermon at this place. Here we have a beauti- 
ful church built of cement blocks made by the natives. 
It is plastered inside and stuccoed on the outside; it is 
30 feet x 65 feet and the church has fifty-five members. 
It is surprising to know what they have accomplished 
with their very fine pastor, Brother Pelegrin Soriano, 
who is an exceptionally fine pastor, in my estimation, is 
very clean and nice, and conducts a service very im- 
pressively. We went through the town of Cabrera; there 
are one hundred and three members there, and the pas- 
tor, Brother C. T. Pedro, is doing an outstanding work; 
however they do not own a church building, so they use a 
rented building. We also visited the church at Rio Haina 
where there are thirty members, and they are expecting 
to build a new church within the next twelve months. 
They are worshipping in a small building, and own the 
property where they are worshipping, also, they own a 
lot across the street where they plan to build the new 
church; it is eight miles from Ciudad Trujillo. 

We have eleven churches and four hundred sixty-six 
members in Dominican Republic. We have nine church 
buildings and have to rent only two buildings for wor- 
ship. Plans were complete to start school the next week 
after we were there. Brother Alton is conducting it in the 
main church in Ciudad Trujillo; I believe he expects 
about twenty in attendance. 

Puerto Rico 

We had the privilege of making quite an extensive 
tour in Puerto Rico. We visited the main church which 
is a nice large building with many rooms in it, and it 
has very special and impressive services. Brother Antonio 
Collazo, the Overseer, is very much concerned about the 
progress of the church work in Puerto Rico, and he is 
outlining a school program which I am sure will be an 
asset to those attending. We talked at length concerning 
the school and the curriculum, and we were shown the 
building. I received information from him concerning the 
number of rooms required for the school, as well as con- 
cerning the kitchen, dining room, assembly hall, etc. I 
am much impressed with the outlook for the native 
schools in each of these islands. It is my opinion that 
having our schools is the best thing for educating the 
natives for the ministry. With the acocmmodations at 
the headquarters church in San Juan, the school can be 
conducted there, at least temporarily, until such time as 
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we grow out of it or feel we must enlarge our school 
project in Puerto Rico. Brother Collazo plans to begin 
the school with approximately ten or twelve students, 
ten young ministers and two lady ministers; at present 
only ministerial students will be admitted. He plans to 
start the school this fall, run it four months, and gradu- 
ate the students in three years. He hopes to increase the 
school to six months and graduate the students in two 
years. It is his desire to have a nine-month school for 
the church people sometime in the future. 

We visited the book store and found it was serving 
many of the churches and preachers with various books, 
Bibles, etc., for the promotion of the Church. Brother 
Collazo, to make room for the church to grow as well 
as to prepare for the opening of the school, found it 
necessary to move out of the rooms above the church so 
the Sunday School and the Bible school would have room 
for the various classes. We were permitted to visit the 
San Juan church, which has sixty-five members and a 
full-time pastor who is serving as secretary-treasurer of 
the Island. It was impressive to us to find that each 
church is sponsoring a building program by having a 
large gallon glass jug for receiving offerings, and every 
church is expected to contribute any amount it can to this 
building fund. They do make regular donations to the 
expansion of the new church buildings at each service. 

Gurabo is a town about thirty miles from San Juan 
where they are worshipping in a rented building. They 
had secured a lot for building a church and were dig- 
ging the foundation the day I visited it. They have 
eighty members and a very energetic pastor. We visited 
the Roadside Chapel which is a country church outside 
of Gurabo. 

Also, we were permitted to go through the town of 
Caguas which has a rented building with sixteen mem- 
bers; they are hoping to build a new church in the near 
future. 

Bayamon is a nice church and the pastor is one of our 
International Preparatory students, Hector Hermandez. 
They have repaired the building and are adding to the 
present structure. The church has a membership of fifty, 
which supports the pastor and his wife. 

Coto Norte is a rural church with one hundred thirty- 
five members, and they are now conducting three out- 
stations; two of them have chapels in which to worship. 
We visited Rosa Neighborhood Chapel and also Alta- 
gracia with approximately forty members who are pre- 
paring to build a concrete church which will replace the 
old frame building. We visited Coto Sissur, which is an 
organized church and supports the full-time pastor. 

Bahama Islands 

Our visit to the Bahama Islands was very profitable 
to me, because in practically every meeting during the 
last six or eight years we have discussed the Fowler 
Street and the East Street churches. Brother M. W. Pat- 
terson was on hand to welcome us to the Island and to 
give us every consideration during our visit there. He 
carried us to many of the churches, including the two 
mentioned above. Also, we visited the Wolfe Road church, 
the Riverside Memorial; Carona, California Memorial; 
The Fox Hill, and the Grove church. Our service in the 
Fowler Street church was very inspiring. We talked at 
length to Brother Patterson concerning his plans for the 
school and found he has given much thought to it and 
he is preparing to set up a program for the school. He is

Would you like to be in a place for four days that 
seems like what you imagine Heaven is like? Well, if 
you would, you ought to come to an annual convention 
at Chuicaca, Guatemala! On the top of a mountain, 
10,000 feet above sea level, some two thousand Guate- 
malan Christians, their missionaries, and special visitors 
gather for this great time together in the Lord. Oh, 
you will not get the accommodations of heaven—wonder- 
ful beds or United States food—but it is the heavenly 
atmosphere that I am writing about. When you see these 
people shout and sing the praises of the Lord, and you 
know how they sacrificed to get here, you want to say, 
“No wonder they can shout.” It hurts our hearts to re- 
alize that some of these precious people have walked a 
week to get here. Several days’ walking is not unusual 
for a large number of them. Everyone must walk the 
last three miles (unless he is among the fortunate mis- 
sionaries or visitors who get to ride a mule). Those last 
three miles are impassable by car and sometimes the 
path is so narrow that only one person can go on it ata 
time. Do not let me scare you, for we want some of you 
to come and be with us at convention time next year. 

Now, I would like to tell you how God especially blessed 
this year. It seemed even better than it had been in a 
long time. 

Brother and Sister Pullin, our esteemed Overseer, and 
his wife, had everything arranged, as they always do, for 
a wonderful time in the Lord. 

From the first service, we could feel the Lord’s presence. 
People accepted the Lord that night, and in service after 
service until the last night when His Holy Spirit took con- 
trol. It seemed from one side of the auditorium to the 
other, people came forward, telling how they had been 
saved, or sanctified, or filled with the Holy Ghost in their 
rooms in prayer meetings before service, or in the service 
right then. At least 500 people were shouting and danc- 
ing and praising the Lord at one time. Now you see why 
it seemed like “a little bit of heaven”! People were re- 
ceiving the Holy Ghost all around. There was absolutely 
no way to keep an account but there were at least one 
hundred people who were saved, many sanctified, and 
another one hundred filled with the Holy Ghost. 

There were five couples married at the same time, 
forty-two baptized in the cold mountain river, thirty-one 
babies dedicated to the Lord, besides all the other good 

lessings. 

As a special guest, Brother James Wardrop, from 
Youngstown, Ohio, was here. For twenty years he had 
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wanted to come to Chuicaca and this year, he was able 
to come. For many years he has been a friend of Brother 
and Sister Pullin and Brother and Sister Furman. Brother 
Wardrop, long ago, sent $300 for the roof of the To- 
tonicipan Church. He was a great blessing, as he prayed 
for the sick. One of the most unusual healings was a 
young, deaf and dumb child who was healed and then 
spoke a couple of words in English. 

The next day, Brother Vessie D. Hargrave, the Super- 
intendent of the Latin American countries, had a me- 
morial service for Abinadab Martinez, our precious 
Guatemalan minister who was a student at Lee College 
and was killed in an automobile accident during the 
Christmas holidays. What a tragedy for his wonderful 
Christian family, as well as for us in Guatemala, for we 
all looked forward to his return to preach to his people. 
God in His mercy always knows best! We want to thank 
the Missions Department and the Church for the way in 
which they sent his body home and for their great kind- 
ness. Their thoughtfulness did much to increase the 
people’s respect for the Church of God in Guatemala. 
There is one thing more we want you to know—that is: 
Abinadab’s mother and father said that if they receive 
any money from his death, the first thing they are going 
to do is buy property on which a church can be built in 
memory of him. Isn’t that love for the Lord? 

Our hearts are happy when we see how much these 
people love the Lord. 

We also were honored to have with us Brother Miguel 
Flores, a professor in our Bible School in El Salvador, 
who spoke on training people to work for the lord and 
urged prospective ministers to attend our Bible School 
in El Salvador. 

Sunday morning was an ordination service. Two were 
ordained and seven other ministers were promoted to ex- 
horters or evangelists. Then the new youth officials and 
the thirteen Youth Directors consecrated and were 
prayed for. 

But to all of us, the outstanding moment of the serv- 
ice was when sixty-one persons came forward, dedicating 
themselves to work for the Lord in Guatemala. They 
were not preachers, but they gave their lives to work for 
God in whatever place He might see fit to use them— 
whether in teaching a Sunday School class, in praying 
for the sick, or in any work where someone is needed. 
Workers are so vitally needed here. While there are 
about four thousand Church of God members in Guate- 
mala, yet there are some three million others who need 
to be reached with the saving grace of Jesus. 

Pray, and do what God tells you to do, and some day 
in heaven, you, too, will get to see all these Guatemalan 
Christians and not only them, but also everyone whose 
name is written in the Lamb’s Book of Life.

Prayer Conference 
in Nigeria

Already two weeks have elapsed since the close of our 
First Nigerian Prayer Conference, but it is still a time 
of precious memories in the minds of all us who attended, 
because of the presence of the Spirit of God in all 
services. 

At nine o’clock in the morning of the first day of the 
conference practically all of the ministers and a good 
representation of the laity were present at Ikot Idong 
Church of God for the opening hymn and prayer. The 
presence of the Holy Spirit could be felt from the be- 
ginning of the first service and continued throughout 
the conference. Doubts of the success, and curiosity as to 
the proceedings of a Prayer Conference vanished from 
many minds as God poured out His Spirit upon us during 
the closing prayer of the first service. 


I felt much encouraged and refreshed as I listened to 
the different ministers preach from their hearts on the 
assigned topics, all of which dealt with prayer. It was, 
also, very encouraging to hear different ones testify of 
the grace of God who had delivered them from witch- 
craft, superstition and vice. When one sees first hand the 
life and practices of heathenism it makes him appreciate 
the grace of God more. One former witch doctor gave 
his testimony of how the Holy Spirit arrested him, how 
God saved him, and how He helped him to have a bon- 
fire of all his Juju equipment. Today he is a staunch 
member in the Church of God and testifies to other 
heathen of the power of God and the joy of salvation. 


The revival spirit did not end at the close of the con- 
ference, but I have been receiving some good reports 
from the different districts. In the Ikot Oko district, a 
distance of twenty miles from here, twelve people have 
been baptized in the Holy Spirit; also, in the Southern 
Ukanafun area, a distance of twenty-five miles in the 
opposite direction, I received a similar report—God bap- 
tized twelve in the Holy Spirit in one service. Twelve 
seems to be the common number. Last Sunday night I 
took the family with me (as happens very often) to visit 
one of the churches unexpectedly. God gave us a mar- 
velous service. Twelve more came forward and knelt at 
the altar confessing their sins and believing on the Lord 
Jesus Christ for salvation. The next day the pastor of 
the church told me that every one of the twelve came 
along with the members to church the following morning 
to the 6:00 a.m. Bible study.

Every pastor is stressing the importance of having a 
family altar, and many of the laity are adhering to the 
teachings. 


I have been receiving calls from many directions ask- 
ing for the Church of God to come to their community. 
We neither spare the Word, nor fail to declare the whole 
counsel of God, but we preach it in its simplicity, purity 
and holiness. In Nigeria, as in other lands, people ap- 
preciate it and accept it. Naturally, some will reject and 
fall by the wayside, but many will take hold of, love 
and cherish the truth. We are praying that this is only 
the bud that will open into the full-grown flower with 
all its fragrance and beauty; that multitudes will ex- 
perience the transforming power of the Son of God; and 
that believers will be built up in the faith. Nigeria, with 
its millions still in heathen darkness, needs such a revival. 


During the month of April we made a trip to Calabar 
in answer to a request that we organize a Church of God 
in that section. Calabar is only seventy miles from here, 
but in order to reach it one has to go the last twenty 


miles by ferry. There are no roads leading to it from this ~ 


Side because of the swamps. Several months ago one of 
our ministers, without the promise of any support at all, 
took upon himself the responsibility of going into this 
section and opening a new work for the Church of God. 
A few weeks later I received a letter from a chief of a 
village thirteen miles beyond Calabar desiring to know 
more about our teachings and wanting us to open a mis- 
sion there, also. At the time of our visit they were having 
services daily in the home of the chief, who appeared to 
be a devoted Christian. He has donated land for the 
construction of a church and parsonage, and I am look- 
ing forward in the future for another letter stating that 
the buildings are ready an. everything is in order for 
organizing. 


As we traveled over that part of the country my mind 
wandered back to the time when that great missionary 
of the Cross, Mary Slessor, of the past century, walked 
through the fever infestea jungles that were pregnant 


with all types of wild life, to save the lives of nt twin & 


twins. At that time it was not permitted that twin 
should live. There have been many changes since then

because of government regulations and the preaching of 
the gospel, but in many respects things remain the same. 
Native habits and customs, as a whole, do not change 
over night. Satan does not easily give up a kingdom 
where he has reigned supremely for centuries; but once 
Christ has formed a beachhead, he has to withdraw his 
forces. 

Last Sunday morning I preached to a large congrega- 
tion. Three churches desiring membership in the Church 
of God had united for a combined service to hear the 
message and instructions from the missionary. The pros- 
pects of receiving them into the church are favorable. 
They all have a similar custom of showing their ap- 
preciation for the missionary’s visit—the presentation of 
gifts: such as, yams, bananas, oranges, pineapples, rice, 
chickens, eggs, and varied articles. It causes a person to 
appreciate them because one knows that they give liberal- 
ly out of their poverty. 

There is so much to be done that there is never a 
moment to lose. One family will never be able to fulfill 
all requests, but by your prayers and the help and grace 
of God we will give all that is within us to the purpose 
of winning the lost and establishing the believers in 
Christ in this part of God’s vineyard. 


SOME OF THE MINISTERS’ IMPRESSIONS OF THE 
PRAYER CONFERENCE 


(These are given in the exact broken English in which 
they wrote.) 

“It is my desire to testify some of the benefits I and 
others derived from our last Prayer Conference, this was 
the first time we ever had. I want to thank God who 
leads our Brother T. D. Mooneyham, Superintendent of 
Church of God Mission U.S.A. in Nigeria. I have to say 
that the revival fire is burning in our work in this field.

‘rhe night meetings were mostly appreciated, and people 
say, ‘unforgettable nights.’ This means that many of our 
members and outsiders said they will not forget that 
night to which they souls were saved. I also, thank God 
who leads Sister Mooneyham to give us such melodious 
songs with her organ (accordion) which even made the 
non-members to tarry longer and witness our sermons. 
I hope many will join with us in prayer to press on and 
to lift up the banner of the Lord, and I hope also that 
our work is blessed and will still be blessed, and that 
God’s guidance may be upon our Superintendent so that 
he may lead us and that the Lord’s name may be mani- 
fested. 

“I should say more but time never permits, but praises 
be to God who leads us to His way of truth through this 
dark world. I will pray without ceasing.”—B. O. Umoh, 
District Pastor. 

“The first Annual Prayer Conference held at Ikot 
Idong from 3rd to 4th May 1955, was ever blessed meet- 
ing for my soul. It makes every thing changed in my life, 
and I obtain more power in my service. Brother T. D. 
Mooneyham conducted the meetings Biblically and spirit- 
ually. Among the natives, many were saved and re- 
ceived Jesus as their personal Saviour. I am still praying 
for next Prayer Conference.”—S. O. Umoh, District Pas- 
tor. 

“We are grateful to our almighty Father who had sent 
into our midst these honourable wurkers in the persons 
of Brother and Sister Mooneyham. The above mission- 
aries are proving themselves soulwinners to Christ within 
their short stay with us here in the country of Nigeria.
